Rawn, 
bold enough, k ep t this to himself, al­ 
though he feared to go to Halsey and 
mak e any demands.

than four years in all, counting from 
the first motor made in the Kelly row 
woodshed. 
It was risk y, but for once 
Rawn dared mak e no desp erate move. 
Halsey talk ed little. He was very sad 
since the birth of his hunchback ed 
child.
